Homeless migrant crisis 
prompts foodbank action

A FIFTH foodbank and health cen¬ 
tre is to open in Luton to help the 
rising number of migrants sleeping 
rough on the town’s streets. 

A significant number of people 
from Eastern Europe drawn by the 
possibility of working in large ware¬ 
houses, the majority of whom don’t 
speak any English, have been left 
homeless after they arrived in the 
country, according to Kevin Porter, 
CEO of homeless charity Signpost. 


Mr Porter said: “It’s an ongoing 
issue in the town and we’ve been 
aware of it for some time. 

“The majority of them fall into the 
category of being outside of statuto¬ 
ry regulations. 

“We’ve referred quite a few to a 
number of different organisations 
but there’s no clear policy on how to 
help them.” 

However, Mr Porter was quick to 
note that his charity would always 
take people in the short term, while 
a way forward was found. 


Mr Porter said: “The lack of direc¬ 
tion and policy is something which 
needs to be taken more seriously. 

“If not, it’s something which will 
definitely get worse before it gets 
better.” 

Philip Oladejo of The Lord’s House 
church, based in Dallow Road, 
which is a particular problem area 
in Luton, is setting up a new food- 
bank and health centre to try and 
help with the problem. 

Mr Oladejo said: “We are opening 
the new Dallow Road centre as if you 


walk the length of Dallow Road there 
are at least three areas where home¬ 
less people congregate. 

“A large number of these people 
don’t speak English and are strug¬ 
gling to find accommodation or a 
place to stay. 

“We are predominantly going to 
focus on helping the homeless 
around here, but it will be open to 
others as well.” 

This will now be at least the fifth 
food bank to open in the town and 
Luton Food Bank has expressed its 


support for the new organisation. 

Board member Peter Adams said: 
“We want to work as closely as pos¬ 
sible with them and offer them as 
much advice as support as we can.” 

On whether he can see food bank 
reliance in Luton falling, Mr Oladejo 
said: “Because there have been so 
many cuts to funding for all kinds of 
organisations, along with much 
tighter controls on benefits, I think 
it’s unimaginable for food bank 
usage in Luton to fall while this is 
going on in the background.”

Staff furious over cash 
spent on football club

MEMBERS of staff at a college 
have hit out against the decision 
to sponsor Luton Town EC’s new 
kit at the same time as a restruc¬ 
ture which could see many of 
them lose their jobs. 

Several allegations have been 
set out in a letter signed by a 
number of current and former 
staff at Barnfield College, in light 
of the sponsorship - including 
one that staff are being asked to 
train their own replacements. 

Barnfield is currently undergo¬ 
ing a restructure, which will 
include job losses. 

The letter says: ‘The people of 
Luton and the staff at Barnfield 
are appalled at the sponsorship 
deal with LTFC. No-one has ever 
heard of an educational estab¬ 


lishment sponsoring a football 
team, let alone a failing one. 

‘And members of staff are sick 
with worry and stress. They have 
families to care for and mort¬ 
gages to pay but still come to 
work smiling and helping people 
who walk through the door but 
are shown no loyalty.’ 

Other allegations include the 
replacement of experienced 
staff, who were made redundant, 
with either inexperienced or 
underqualified staff. 

The college is currently going 
through a restructure following 
an Ofsted report in January, 
deeming it inadequate. 

A spokeswoman for Barnfield 
College said: “The college is 
developing a quality focused 
senior leadership team with a 
high level skill set to achieve the 
ambitions for Luton’s students. 


“Interim senior staff have a key 
role to lead the quality and 
standards the college aspires to 
in areas where there are gaps in 
the existing structure. They are 
responsible for shaping the pro¬ 
cess to springboard the college 
out of the grade four status and 
deliver curriculum and study 
programmes to exceed local 
expectations. 

“Our strategy is to have respon¬ 
sible financial stability in-line 
with national 24 per cent cuts 
from central government fund¬ 
ing. Department handovers are 
always part of a re-structure and 
the value is not to be under¬ 
mined. Job losses are a conse¬ 
quence of any restructure.” 

Barnfield College has previous¬ 
ly defended its sponsorship of 
Luton Town by saying it came out 
of the marketing budget.

BUSWAY CLOSED FOR REPAIR WORK 

PART of the Luton Dunstable 
Busway will be closed for five 
days from tomorrow for ‘essen¬ 
tial maintenance works’ follow¬ 
ing an accident at the beginning 
of this month. 

The busway will shut in both 
directions between New Bedford 
Road and Church Street from 
Monday to Friday. 

It follows an accident on August 
1 in which a driver and two pas¬ 
sengers were injured. 

Luton Borough Council said the 
works are subject to weather 
conditions and it has made plans 
to continue work on the weekend 
of August 22 and 23 if there are 
any delays. 

As a result of the works, the 
Clifton Road and Stanton Road 
busway stops will be closed. 

NASTY ATTACK ON 12-YEAR-0LD 

A GROUP of Dunstable youths 
wearing ‘skeleton’ masks 
attacked a 12-year-old boy in an 
‘unprovoked’ attack, police have 
said. 

The 12-year-old was assaulted 
by six teenage boys by King’s 
takeaway in Houghton Parade at 
about 8.20pm last Friday. 

The teens have been described 
as being about 18-years-old, 
wearing black bandanas and 
‘skeleton’ masks, dark blue or 
black tracksuits and gloves. 

Detectives said the victim suf¬ 
fered cuts in the attack and was 
‘shaken up’.

THE meadow on the former min¬ 
igolf site in Luton’s Wardown 
Park opened up to the public on 
Thursday. 

The land for the meadow, pro¬ 
vided by Luton Borough Council, 
has transformed part of 
Wardown Park into an urban 
meadow. Seeded at the end of 
April, the former golf site has 
blossomed into a carpet of wild 
flowers. 

The meadow, which has flowers 
and plants of varying heights and 
colours, has attracted a mix of 
wildlife including butterflies and 
bees. The meadow will be open 
from 10am - 4pm. 


Charity boss calls time on job after 17 years 


THE head of Keech Hospice has 
stepped down so he can relocate to 
another part of England and be clos¬ 
er to his family. 

Mike Keel has resigned as chief 
executive officer after leading the 
Luton-based hospice for 17 years. 

He joined the charity in 1998 to 
design and build its new children’s 
service and was then appointed the 
director of nursing before being cho¬ 
sen to lead it in 2010. 

Clinical director Liz Searle has 
been appointed as the interim chief 
executive. 

Mr Keel said: “I am obviously very 
sad to be leaving Keech - it has been 
a major part of my life for a long time. 

“I’m proud of Keech and everything 
it does and will not forget the people 
I have been fortunate enough to 
meet, work alongside and support.” 

Leslie Robertson, speaking on 
behalf of the charity’s board of trus¬ 
tees, said: ’’Throughout his leader¬ 
ship, Mike has worked to change 
perceptions about end-of-life care, 
advocating for the compassionate, 
dignified and high-quality care 
Keech is known to provide.”

WHEN car parts delivery driver 
Kendall Morris decided to get a pet 
two years ago, she did not realise she 
was on her way to becoming one of 
the RSPCA’s most prolific cat foster¬ 
ers. 

The 38-year-old mum from 
Dunstable has looked after almost 
100 cats in two years and is fast 
approaching her milestone. 

Her journey started in 2013 when 
she was looking online for a pet and 
came across the South Bedfordshire 
RSPCA’s cat fostering scheme. 

The scheme places various animals 
in temporary homes while a perma¬ 
nent residence is found. 

Kendall said: “I enquired and I liked 
it. I thought I would give it a go and 
I’m still doing it - I take whatever they 
want me to. 

“I’m quite good with really nervous 
cats and we have had quite a few like 
that. I bring them in so they can 
become like normal house cats. 

“I had one which used to be terri¬ 
fied. He was hissing and sleeping in 
the washing machine but the trans¬ 
formation was amazing.” 

Kendall and her 17-year-old old son 
Liam are sharing their home with five

kittens and a cat. 


But the five kittens will be leaving 
for new homes soon and another five 
will take their place next month. 

She said: “It’s something I would 
recommend to other people. I cannot 
even begin to explain how rewarding 
it is. 

“To have a cat come in, have its own 
issues and then see it go to a new 




house and to have the owner send 
some photos is rewarding. 

“It’s become part of who I am. We 
always had dogs when I lived with my 
parents but where we live at the 
moment I do not have a garden so I 
have cats.”

A DISUSED mill is set to be 
given a new lease of life, 
being turned into a space for 
young people. 

Bute Mills, which was built 
in 1911 and has had a long 
and varied history as an 
industrial hub in Luton, has 
now been acquired by the 
charity Youthscape. 

Youthscape’s CEO, Chris 
Cutler, said: “The idea to 
move here came to me in 
September 2012 when I saw a 
for sale sign on the side of the 
building and when I went 
inside I realised it was ideal. 

“We have far outgrown our 


current space in Upper 
George Street, and this new 
building will allow us to 
reach out to so many more 
young people in Luton.” 

Youthscape tackles a num¬ 
ber of issues, aiming to help 
youngsters with whatever 
difficulties they face. 

The group has raised just 
shy of £3 million to trans¬ 
form the mill and it is expect¬ 
ed to open in November. 

The new facility will be a 
base for the charity, but will 
also have recreation spaces, 
a conference centre, a gallery 
and a training room, to help 
prepare future youth workers 
to carry on their work. 


Fiona Green, project man¬ 
ager, (pictured) said: “It’s four 
times the size of our current 
space and will allow us to do 
much more in Luton and 
across the country.” 

The group is hoping to keep 
the history of the mill as part 
of the transformation. 

Mr Cutler added: “We want 
to keep a link to the history of 
the mill as an industrial cen¬ 
tre, which is why we are 
appealing for people con¬ 
nected to Bute Mills to come 
forward.”

Ambulance service 
gets new top boss 


Cop tax payment 
paid for experts

ALMOST £55,000 in tax pay¬ 
ments were made on behalf 
of two police officers who 
retired from the force but 
returned within 28 days, 
LoS can reveal. 

Before pension tax rules 
changed in 2011/12, organi¬ 
sations could pay the tax lia¬ 
bility for staff who retired 
and re-joined in this period. 

Bedfordshire Police paid 
£54,992 in 2011 for two offic¬ 
ers who left and returned to 


the force. The retired officers 
helped the police retain their 
‘skills and expertise’, the 
force has since said. 

Since the rule change, staff 
now pay tax penalties on 
their pension if they retire 
and go back to working at the 
same place within the four- 
week limit. 

The force said it ‘occasion¬ 
ally’ kept officers on if their 
skills were needed. However, 
a former officer, who did not 
want to be named, said the 
force should not have made 
the payments. He added: “No 
organisation, especially a 


public body, should be pay¬ 
ing an individual’s tax when 
in the same breath they are 
complaining they have no 
money.” 

Jim Mallen, chairman of 
Bedfordshire Police 

Federation, said the practice 
was ‘rare’ and used to keep 
officers with skills in areas 
such as cybercrime. 

Stuart Goodwin, from 
Bedfordshire Police, said 
since the rules changed the 
force no longer made the 
payments and told staff 
about the ‘tax implications’ 
of re-employment.

A DOUBLE cycling champion is set to captain the 
nation at the World Transplant Games next week. 

Ottilie Quince, 33, will lead Great Britain during the 
games in Argentina where she is also defending two 
titles she won in South Africa in 2013. 

Ottilie, who is also a sports therapist and freelance 
commentator, had a life-saving kidney transplant 
from her mum in 2007 and since then has gone on 
to dominate the 5km time trail and 20km road race 
events at all levels. 

She said: “I think I’ve prepared well. I have just 
done the British games in Newcastle and I won the 


time trial and the road race. I did eight races at the 
British games and I have eight medals. 

“It’s kind of hard because I’m doing so well, the 
pressure is there to keep doing well. But in the last 
few years since the world championships I have 
really come on and I feel better.” 

The team leaves on Friday and Ottilie said she 
wants to ‘get out there’ and make her town ‘proud’. 

She added: “If I can win it will be my third gold 
medal in consecutive games but I also want to get 
as many of my riders on the podium, so I’m feeling 
confident about it.”

IF Mr Syed Raza Shah has broken the law by 
building a house far exceeding in size that 
for which he had permission, he deserves to 
be punished. 

On the other hand, if mere size were objec¬ 
tionable, few of our historic homes would 
exist today, fudging by your photograph 
[pictured), the house appears handsome, 
and a credit to its architect and builders. If 
the rest is as good as it looks from the front, 

I would consider it a tribute to Mr Shah’s 
taste, and a building of which he and 
Barton-le-Clay should be proud. That said, 
there remains the question of penalty. 

To order the destruction of such a building 
would, I suggest, be out of all proportion to 
the offence, which I (not being a lawyer), 
regard as substantially mitigated by the 
result. It would also be sheer vandalism. 

As the council will be aware, there is a 
severe housing shortage in this area. To 


destroy even one habitable house would 
therefore be an unforgivable waste. If ever 
retrospective planning permission is justi¬ 
fied, this would seem to be an occasion. 

I therefore suggest that Mr Shah should 
offer to let all, or such part of his new home 
to the council for, say, one year, to house 
one or more homeless families. The rent

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Man jailed for killing 
his baby daughter

A FATHER has been handed a seven-year 
sentence following the death of his nine- 
week-old daughter Scarlet. 

Adam Stokes, 33, of Luton, was found guilty 
of manslaughter at Luton Crown Court last 
month following a three-week trial. 

He was jailed for seven years at the Old 
Bailey on Tuesday. 

Experts concluded that Scarlet died from 
head injuries as a result of Stokes violently 
mishandling her. 

On the morning of Monday, January 14, 2013 
Scarlet fell ill while being fed by her father. 

She was taken to hospital with a bleed on 
the brain but 10 days later her life support 
was withdrawn. 

Detective Chief Inspector Jerome Kent from 
the Bedfordshire, Cambridgeshire and 
Hertfordshire Major Crime Unit said: “This is 
a tragic case in which the young life of a baby 
girl was taken when she should have had her 
full life ahead of her. 

“This incomprehensible attack has left the 
family naturally devastated and although no 
sentence can undo this horrific loss we hope 
it can go some way in giving them closure. 

“Adam was in a position of trust and should 
have protected his daughter. 

“Violence against children will not be toler¬ 
ated; we take any incident regarding the 
safety of a child very seriously and work hard 
to investigate any mistreatment to ensure 
culprits are brought to justice.” 


Right up your street 

Trip to the Lake 
District brought 
a glut of names 

THIS week Howard Chandler tells us about the 
road name inspired by lakes... 

Percy George Allder moved to Luton in 1905 
and opened an opticians practice in Park 
Square, living with his wife on the premises. 

He retained an interest in the business until 
his death and it still has a branch in the town. 

When cars became affordable for success¬ 
ful tradesmen - thanks to companies like 
Vauxhall - they were able to move further out 
and drive to work. Adder purchased 3.5 acres 
of land in Warden Hill for £200 and built a 
house called Widecombe. 

At the time there was no water, electric or 
gas, so a well was dug and a generator 
installed. Adder registered the name 
Grasmere Road for the muddy track he drove 
his car along from Barton Road to his land. 

The name marked the happy holidays he and 
his wife spent in the Lake District. The lake 
continued when Grasmere and Derwent 
Avenues were laid out in the 1930s. 

Widecombe passed to a charity on the death 
of Adder in 1958, to be used as a home for 
unmarried mothers, and in 1983 was sold and 
became a private nursing home.

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Rented supercar 
seized by police

A HIRE company, along with the lessee, have 
been summoned to court, after a 
Lamborghini Huracan was seized in 
Cambridge. 

The Italian supercar, owned by a Luton hire 
company and worth £180,000, was pulled over 
by police outside Parkside Station on Sunday 
after officers noticed the eye-catching sports 
car was missing a front number plate.

The owner also has 14 days to reclaim the 
Huracan from its current location in storage 
before it is sold on by police to add a tidy sum 
to their coffers. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire Police 
explained: “The car is seized and held for 14 
days.

“Where vehicles are worth more than £800 
the proceeds of the sale come back to the 
police.”

Are cop cameras 
a force for good? 


IT has been more than a year since our 
police force said it would give 1,000 body- 
worn video cameras to officers. CARL

Father-of-two Leon Briggs 
had died while in custody in 
November 2013 and the cam¬ 
paign set up in his name 
called for Bedfordshire 
Police to improve transpar¬ 
ency by asking officers to 
wear the devices. 

When the force announced 
it would be rolling them out 
following a trial period, Supt 
Jim Lunn said they were 
‘good news for the public’ 
and ‘bad news for those who 
act in a criminal way’. 

However since then, two 
more incidents - involving 
Faruk Ali and the death in 
custody of Istiak Yusuf - have 
further strained relations. 

So have the cameras 
worked? 

Jim Mallen, chairman of 
the Bedfordshire Police 
Federation (pictured), said: 
“It’s a good piece of equip¬ 
ment for frontline police 


officers for a number of rea¬ 
sons, not least that they are 
built to capture evidence at 
the source of crimes. 

“What that allows for is the 
harvesting of evidence, 
which then negates the offic¬ 
er sometimes having to 
attend court to give live evi¬ 
dence and do reports. 

“What it has also done is 
increase the number of peo¬ 
ple pleading guilty because 
of the quality of the evi¬ 
dence.” 

Bedfordshire Police said 
cameras are used when there 
is an ‘evidence gathering 
opportunity’ and officers 
turn them on as soon as they 
arrive at an incident. 


However, officers are not 
legally required to have the 
cameras on all the time and 
it is this that has concerned 
campaign groups. 

Attiq Malik, a solicitor who 
is part of the Luton 4 Justice 
group, said he is dealing with 
a case where someone has 
accused the police of wrong¬ 
doing and the force has been 
unable to provide footage 
from the incident. 

He said: “The difficulty we 
have had with the cameras is 
that when they arrest people, 
the police have the discre¬ 
tion to keep them turned on. 

“We have had a few exam¬ 
ples of when we have asked 
for the footage from the bod-

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yworn cameras and we have 
been told that it’s not a legal 
requirement to have them on 
all the time. 

“We are concerned that 
they are being used when it 
benefits the police. For the 
public benefit we would like 
them to be on all the time.” 

Liberty Louise, from the 
Justice 4 Leon Briggs cam¬ 
paign, said she ‘welcomed’ 
more officers receiving the 


cameras but added that she 
felt there still was not full 
transparency. 

She said: “With the cases of 
Leon Briggs, Faruk Ali and 
Istiak Yusuf, if the police 
officers continue to have dis¬ 
cretionary use then we feel 
it’s an obstacle to transpar¬ 
ency and accountability.” 

Bedfordshire Police said 
officers followed national 
guidelines when using the 


new technology. 

A spokeswoman added: 
“The force has only very 
recently rolled out these 
devices, so it is possible that 
video footage would not have 
been available in the instanc¬ 
es being referred to.” 

The force also said it did not 
yet have statistics for the 
number of early guilty pleas 
being given at court as it was 
still evaluating the data.

Fastest ever Audi S8 sets 
new supercar benchmark 



SUPERCAR PACE: The new Audi S8 has set the tone for speed 


Blistering performance more 
commonly associated with low- 
slung supercars can now be 
enjoyed in the lap of luxury in 
the new Audi S8 plus. The 605PS 
S8 plus surges to 62 mph in just 
3.8 seconds and can top out at 
189mph, drawing on a maximum 
torque reserve of 750Nm. 

Supercar pace and archetypal 
Audi A8 luxury converge in the 
Audi S8 plus, a new evolution of 
the already formidable S8 perfor¬ 
mance saloon developed using 
the combined expertise of Audi 
and its specialist high perfor¬ 
mance division quattro GmbH. 
Ramping up power from the 
520PS offered by the ‘standard’ 

S8 to an intoxicating 605PS, the 
S8 plus is also capable of produc¬ 
ing up to 750Nm of torque on 
demand - the highest output of 
any Audi in the current model 
range. It will open for ordering in 
October, priced from £97,700 
OTR, and first UK deliveries are 
expected to commence in 
January 2016. 

Encased by the lightweight, 
predominantly aluminium Audi 


Space Frame, which in isolation 
weighs just 231kg, is a modified 
version of the 4.0 TFSI engine 
already used to power the cur¬ 
rent 520PS S8. 

An overboost function facili¬ 


tates the maximum torque eleva¬ 
tion from 700Nm (516.3 lb-ft) to a 
muscular 750Nm (553.2 lb-ft) 
when required. As a result, a 
mere 3.8 seconds is all it takes for 
the stately super saloon to blast 


past 62 mph, after which it swift¬ 
ly pulls towards an electronically 
limited 155mph top speed. The 
full force of this prodigious out¬ 
put is transmitted to the road via 
an eight-speed tiptronic trans¬ 
mission and quattro all-wheel 
drive. A sports differential appor¬ 
tions the torque between the rear 
wheels for optimum directional 
stability. Chassis highlights 
include the S sports adaptive air 
suspension and dynamic steer¬ 
ing, both of which have been 
tuned specifically for the S8 plus. 
Carbon fibre is also used on the 
flaps in the side air inlets and the 
blade on the front apron. 

Tike the more familiar S8 the 
new plus model is built exclusive¬ 
ly on the ‘standard’ wheelbase. It 
offers extensive standard fea¬ 
tures over and above its 520PS 
counterpart’s already exhaustive 
list, in addition to highlights like 
the power-operated hands-free 
boot lid, 14-speaker BOSE sur¬ 
round system and advanced 
parking system, the privacy 
glass, power door closure and 
adaptive cruise control.

Smart Fortwo 

Take a look inside... 


The Smart Fortwo is a car 
that almost defies comparison. 
Should you try to put it up 
against typical citycars, it’s often 
found wanting objectively, but 
this much-improved third- 
generation car builds on the 
appeal of its predecessors and 
finds itself occupying an 
increasingly premium niche. 
There’s a lot to like about it. 

The Fortwo is offered with 
two engines, both three-cylinder 
petrol-powered units. The 899cc 
turbocharged engine develops 
89bhp, while the 999cc normally 
aspirated engine a mere 70bhp. 
Torque figures are 135 and 
90Nm respectively. The 999cc 
powerplant isn’t quick at all. The 
‘sprint’ to 62mph is a leisurely 
14.4 second amble but the 
throttle response is a bit more 
faithful than in the more surging 
turbocharged car. That may 
make city driving that bit more 
relaxing, as indeed will the 
updated transmission. Gone is 
the vile robotised manual change 
that had your head jerking about 
like a Thunderbird puppet 
with each gearchange. In its 
place comes a much preferable 
five-speed manual box with a 
six-speed twin-clutch automatic 
following on its heels. 


The suspension delivers far 
more refinement than before, 
which belies the fact that the 
car’s length hasn’t changed at all. 

In order to buy the style 
statement and the extreme 
manoeuvrability of the Smart 
Fortwo, you need to make quite 
a few compromises. Granted, 
the car does drive a lot better 
than before and it’s even a bit 
more practical, but it just can’t 
level with the sustained 
excellence of the latest crop of 
citycars. It’s been a niche 
product to date and while the 
latest car is a bit more rounded, 
it’ll stay that way. Smart rec¬ 
ognises this and has moved to 
make the interior feel as special 
as a premium-priced product 
deserves. 

This is a wise move but there’s 
still something about the Fortwo 
that smacks of a missed oppor¬ 
tunity; a hugely ambitious dream 
of future sustainable transport 
that’s somehow become rather 
arch, boutique hipster fare. That 
it’ll find a ready market we have 
no doubt, but that market is 
limited in size, if not willingness 
to pay. Smart needs to make the 
Fortwo very special if it’s to suc¬ 
ceed. This looks like a promising 
step in the right direction.

Hatters lose lead late on

LUTON’S Mark Tyler marked his first league start in six 
months with a horrendous last-gasp error, to throw away a 
two-goal lead and draw undeservedly against Oxford United. 

The Hatters had been the better side but United crosses had 
caused them problems all game and four minutes into added 
time the goalkeeper rushed off his line for a ball he couldn’t 
quite reach, watching helplessly as Pat Hoban scrambled it 
into an unguarded net. 

The gaffe was made worse by a miss moments earlier from 
Cameron McGeehan, whose seventh goal for the club in the 
69th minute had looked like the decider. 

Luke Wilkinson had given the hosts a deserved lead late in 
the first half and when Kemar Roofe’s deflected drive halved 


the deficit with eight minutes remaining it appeared to be 
merely a consolation. 

But the late drama proved that the honeymoon period is still 
very much in swing as Town try to integrate their 11 new signings. 

If only they could have made more of an irresistible, yet goal¬ 
less, opening 15 minutes of swashbuckling stuff which will 
have hinted that the Hatters have the arsenal to win the bat¬ 
tles, the war, the whole shebang. 

If and when this team gel they could be a real force but that 
will be no consolation now as the ghost of last season’s defen¬ 
sive frailties re-emerged in crushing fashion against a side 
that should be one of their main promotion rivals this term. 

There was no place in the starting line-up for Jack Marriott, 
the midweek goal hero against Bristol City in the Capital One 
Cup. Returning in his place was Craig Mackail-Smith among 
four changes, and the reason was evident within 30 seconds 
when he made an early break, setting up McGeehan - pre¬ 
ferred in place of Jonathan Smith - who fired just past the 
angle of the goal frame. 

It signalled an irresistible opening quarter of an hour from 
Town, though a goalkeeper gaffe from Sam Slocombe almost 
assisted them. 


Paddy McCourt-also returning to the starting 11 -pulled all 
the strings and the Northern Irishman sliced opened the visi¬ 
tors’ defence to put Mackail-Smith in on goal, but Slocombe 
atoned for an earlier case of butterfingers to rush out and save 
at the striker’s feet. Oxford scrambled the ball to the safety of 
a corner, from which Scott Cuthbert headed over. 

So fluid were Town that centre back Wilkinson, playing with 
some fire in his belly, was only a lick of paint away from rifling 
in an opener on 13 minutes. His moment would come but not 
before United grew into the game. Yet a series of nerve-induc¬ 
ing corners and a comfortably saved Alex MacDonald drive 
were all that constituted a threat. 

Mackail-Smith thought he’d opened his Luton account on 35 
minutes, slamming home a difficult volley from Steve 
McNulty’s clever deep free-kick, but an offside flag chalked it 
off. It was close. 

That sparked a rediscovery of their earlier intensity and the 
Hatters ended the half as they began it when, three minutes 
from the break, the deadlock was broken with Wilkinson 
burying a header in the bottom corner. The defender does love 
the Oak Road end, where four of his five goals have come.

Still’s blast for player 
after late sucker punch

LUTON boss John Still 
refused to blame goalkeep¬ 
er Mark Tyler for his 94th 
minute howler that gifted 
Oxford United a point, but 
admitted he was ‘very 
angry’ with one of his other 
players afterwards. 

After the U’s scored two late 
goals to draw 2-2 yesterday the 
Luton boss appeared to give 
full back Scott Griffiths a 
dressing down during their 
usual post-match huddle. 

Still refused to name the 
subject of his ire, but said 
there will be repercussions 
when the player returns for 
training on Monday. 

“I was very animated and 
very angry. I wasn’t happy 
with one of my players,” the 
manager revealed. 

“It’s nothing to do with 
good, bad or indifferent 
[play], but a lack of discipline 
has led to them getting the 
ball to score the goal. He’s 
only got to do one thing. He 


knows what he’s got to do. 

“It’s small margins. People 
don’t trip over a mountain, 
they trip up the kerb because 
it’s small and you don’t really 
see it. You’ve got to make sure 
you keep all of the small 
things in check and we had a 
great opportunity to do that 
and we didn’t. 

“They regained the ball 
and [Oxford’s goal] actually 
came from that. Was that the 
reason Mark Tyler missed 
the ball? No it wasn’t. But 
that situation wouldn’t have 
happened. I deal with it 
Monday.” 

Tyler made his first league 
start in six months but in a 
rare moment of poor judge¬ 
ment the 38-year-old mis¬ 
read the flight of an injury 
time cross and Pat Hoban 
scrambled the recycled ball 
into an empty net. 

“You [media] probably 
know Mark more than me,” 
Still said, adding: “He doesn’t 
really make mistakes, but he 
made a mistake. We all make 
them, so we’ll live with it.” 

Luke Wilkinson and 
Cameron McGeehan had 


given the Hatters a deserved 
2-0 lead but Kemar Roofe’s 
deflected 82nd minute strike 
gave Oxford a glimmer of 
hope before Tyler’s blunder. 

Still said: “You can’t do a lot 
about the first goal. That’s 
football. Mark, 99 times out of 
100, would deal with the sec¬ 
ond one, but he didn’t, so we 
had to go with a point. 

“[There was] lots of good 
play from us, lots of good 
positions, lots of good oppor¬ 
tunities and I was really 
pleased with how we played, 
but I’m obviously disap¬ 
pointed to concede.” 

Before Hoban’s leveller, 
McGeehan missed a golden 
chance to put the game 
beyond United and Still said: 
“Cam scored and I think he 
should have scored again, 
which would have made the 
game over. He didn’t and 
that’s football. 

“There are lots of good 
things in our game but 
you’ve got to take the errors 
out. We all make them and 
sometimes they hurt you 
and sometimes they don’t.
